New York, May 22.—The National As- 
sociation of, Manufacturers of the United 
States went on record today as in favo~ 
of a revision of the tariff at tl@ earlies§ 
opportunity, and the negotiation of more 
reciprocal treaties. 

A lively debate preceded the 
which was upon the acceptance of the 
report of ‘the committee on tariff and 
reciprocity. The committee based its rec- 
ommendations on a poll of the 3,000 
members of the association. Of the total 
number replying, 55 per fcent declared 
for immediate revision, while 20 per cent 
expressed a “Hands  off’’ sentimen:. 
Fight per cent believed that the time 
for revision had not arrived and _ the 
other !7 per cent expressed itndifferencs 
or made non-committal answers. 

Effort To Table Fatled. 

An effort to table the report was de- 
feated and it was adopted as reported. 

The mass of resolutions adopted by tre 
association on this, the closing day of 
its convention, Included indorsement of 
the open shop, !ndustrial education, the 
improvement of the consular’ service, 
commendation of the national river and 
harbor coneress, urging the president to 
withdraw approval of the new Germa 
treaty until testimony can be obtatinei 
regarding the effects upon domestic 
Yabor and industry likely to follow the 
customs administrative changes, and op- 
resition to all illegal combinations, 
eliher of capital or labor. 

This last resolution was given, added 
force by the convention’s declared inten- 
tion to raise $!,500,000 to carry out 1 
campaign of education, concerning dic- 
tatorlal combinations. 

Of this campaign of education, Presi- 
dent Van Cleave following today’s 663- 
sion said: ~ 

Ficht Against Combinations. 

“we shall endeavor to assist in edu- 
cating the public in industrial righteous- 
ness. We shall be just as ready to opp0sa 
unlawful acts by combinations of capital 
as those of combinations of labor. We 
believe in industrial liberty and we are 
opposed to all forms of individual op- 
pression. And, if anybody undertakes to 
compel anyone to submit to such oppres- 
sien, we shall endeavor to assist the 
party so assailed.” e 

Charles A. Prouty, a member of the 
nter-state commerce commission, in a 
speech before the association advocated 
direct control by the government over 
the capital accounts of the railroads.

Booker T‘ Washiugton Drew Bright 
Picture of the Opportunities of 
the Negro Race—Spoke to 
Three Thousand Pewple 
at Salisbury. 


Salisbury, N. C., May. 22.—A bright 
picture of the opportunities of the 
negro race was drawn today by 
Booker T. Washington, principal of 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial in- 
stitute, who addressed an aucience of 
three thousand people, five hundred of 
whom were whites, at the Livingston 
college commencement exercises. 

“The race is’ not losing friends in 
America,” Washington said, “nor will 
it do so, as long as we continue to 
prove ourselves worthy. We must 
frankly face the fact that the great 
body of our people are to dwell in the 
south and ahy policy that does not 
seek to harmonize the two races and 
cement them is unwise and dangerous. 

“The indiscriminate condemnation of 
all white people on the part of any 
member of our race is a suicidal and 
dangerous policy. We must learn to 
discriminate, We have strong friends 
both In the south and the north, and 
we should emphasize and magnify the 
efforts of our friends more than that 
of those who wish us evil. 

“We are making tremendous prog- 
ress materially, educationally, morally 
and religiously. We own today, main- 
ly in the south, an acreage that is 
equal to the combined acreage of the 
kingdoms of Belgium anc Holland. 
Don’t be afraid to face difficulties. For 
myself, I would not care to live in an 
age where there was no weak portion 
of the human race to be helped and 
lifted up.’’ '

WRECKERS THROW TRAIN, 
2 PERSONS DEAD, 22 INJURED 

Los Angeles, Cal., May 22.—Private de- 
tectives employed by the Southern Pa- 
cifle and deputies of the sheriff’s office 
in this city joined in the search for the 
men who are believed to have caused 
this morning’s disastrous wreck on the 
Coast Line, when five cars of the Coast 
Line Limited plungeg over the edge of 
a trestle near West Glendale, ten miles 
north of this city. 

The list of dead is believed to be com- 
plete with the finding of the bodies of 
James Victor, of whose antecedents noth- 
ing is known, and T. J. McMahon, a 
Santa Barbara electrician, who was 
crushed beneath the baggage car, while 
Stealing a ride. Victor is believed to 
have met death under the same condi- 
tions, but his body was. not discovered 
until the car was partially raiseg from 
the dry bed of the Arroyo Seco, . The 
injured number twenty-two. 

Physicians in charge of the dozen or 
more patients who sustained serious in- 
juries tonight report that all the injured 
will eventually recover. A reward of 
$10,000, offered by the Southern Pacific 
Company for the conviction of the per- 
Son or persons responsible for the wreck. 
has enlisted many officers and detectives 
in the search for the miscreants. 

In accomplishing the wreck a devilish 
ingenuity had been’ exercised. At a 
point on a trestle over the Arroyo 
Seco the fish plates and bolts of 
two connecting rails on the south- 
bound track had been removed, ang in 
the apertures when the ‘bolts were 
taken out strands of heaty wire were 
fastened at the end of each rail. From 
the appearance of the track after the 
wreck it was evident that some person 
had hidden on a hillside close to the 
trestle, had pulled the wire as the train 
approached and spread the rails out- 
ward toward the edge of the trestle. 

The train, three hours late, was tray- 
eling at a rate of between 386 and 40 
miles an hour. The engine wheels were 
‘first to leave the rails, and the engine 
took to the ties, traveling nearly 100 
yards before it was brought to a 
standstill. The tender, the diner, two 
Pullmans, the buffet, mail and baggage 
cars ploughed over the edge of the trestJe. 
falling a distance of 16 feet. The buf- 
fet car, the express car and one of the 
‘Pullmans were turned completely up- 
side down, and the others landeg on their 
sides. They were badly crushed and 
splintered.

“Raymund Truseloe,’’ the name that 
conjured the minds of Dr. and Mrs. 
Thomas D. Love, Miss Marie Love, pri- 
vate and city detectives,’ droppeq deep 
into the abyss of fake rumor, when, on 
yesterday afternoon, it was reported to 
Chief Jennings by Plain Clothes Officers 
Doyal and Dorsett that the allegeq Chi- 
cago millionaire was nothing more than 
a concocted fairy tale used for the pur- 
pose of a practical joke. 

The farce, according to the authorities, 
has been in existence for nearly two 
months, furnishing untold rumors of love 
conversations, love notes, tapping of 
telephone wires, the constant dodging of 
emissaries, the loss of a locket, and an 
attempt at admission into the home of 
Miss Marie Love through means of vio- 
lence. 

That an insane person from Chicago, 
who had millions to throw away, be- 
came infatuated with the pupil of the 
Girls’ High school, and promised her 
$100,000 as a wedding gift, employed 
a band of spies to watch her every 
movement, and to almost conceal them- 
selves in her home ig said by the offi- 
cers in their report to be a burlesque.

No Decision Yet on Articles 
of Agreement 


AMENDMENTS ARE PROPOSED 


There Seems to Be Undercurrent of 
Strong Opposition to Anything 
That Would Irrevocably 
Commit the Southern 
Presbyterfans. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 22.—The de- 
velopments of this afternoon’s session 
of the general assembly of the South- 
ern Presbyterian church were many and 
unexpected. After the cloud of argu- 
ment and discussion on the articles of 
agreement had cleared away the con- 
dition seemeg to be as follows: 

A substitute had been submitted by 
the chairman of both the minority and 
majority of the special committee on 
articles of agreement, Rev. J. 8S. Lyons, 
of Louisville, and F. T. Glasgow, of 
Lexington, Va., proposing to take the 
Place of both previous reports which 
had been argued so extensively, amend- 
ing the articles of agreement by strik- 
ing out the last clause of article 4, sub- 
Stituting the words “for their considera- 
tion’’ for the last clause in article 6, 
and changing the words “two-thirds,” in 
article 17, to ‘“‘all.’’ 

To Take Away Judiciatory Power. 


This substitute would take away all 
judicatory powers whatever from the 
proposed council, making it simply af- 
visory and would require the consent of 
all the churches before any amendment 
might be made. 

Neal I. Anderson surprised the as- 
sembly by vigorously attacking such a 
plain and just as adjournment was or- 
dered for the afternoon, W. B. Dobyns, 
St. Joseph, Mo., gave notive of an 
amendment to the substitute as follows: 

“Resolved, That the assembly. adopt 
the articles of agreement and enter this 
councll and at the same time instruct 
her commissioners to use all honorable 
means to have the amendments made 
to the article of agreement which are 
mentioned in the substitute.’ 

He explained that the difference be 
tween this amendment and the substi- | 
tute is that while the substitute pro- 
vides that the articles be adopted and 
the representatives of the assembly be 
authorized to enroll as members of the 
council as soon as the oouncil shall 
approve of the amendments, Dr. 
Dobyns’ amendment provides that the 
articles be adopted and the representa- 
tives enroll before the amendments are 
approved and attempt to secure their 
approval. 


Proposed Overture to Presbytery. 


The Rev. Dr. W. M. McPheeters, of 

Columbia, Tenn., also gave notice of 
an amendment to the substitute by 
which the presbyteries would be over- 
tured by the general assembly recom- 
mending a change in the constitution 
of the church giving the assembly. the 
power to fofm an alliance by the ar- 
ticles of agreement as changed by the 
Substitute with other churches, for the 
Purpose of spiritual unity, and that the 
presbyteries send up overtures the 
subject at the next meeting of the as- 
sembly, thus postponing action a year 
in order to satisfy the constitutional 
objections to the adoption of the ar- 
ticles of agreement. 

After the general mix-up jn the discus- 
Sion of the articles of agreement caused 
by substitutes and amendments at tie 
afternoon session of the general assem- 
bly tonight, the substitute for the major. 
ity and minority report, presented by 
the Reverend J. S. Lyons, was tabled 
and the general discussion of the minor- 
ity and majority reports was again taken 
up, as to whether the articles shall be 
adopted. 

The hour of 12 o’ctlock tomorrow was 
set for the time of final vote on the 
whole question. The probability is that an 
amendment will be offered tomorrow 
morning by the Reverend Dr. W. M. Mc- 
Pheeters, of Columbia, Tenn., to the re- 
port of the minority. 


Hall Says Chureh Is Retrograding. 


The feature of the night session was 
the minute discussion of the constitu- 
tional question ang the declarations 
made by Allen C. Hall, ruling elder, an-i 
dean of the law department, at Vander- 
biit. In closing he said: 

“T am a layman and live in an age of

Norfolk, Va. May 22.—A two-hour ad- 


dress by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chiei 
chemist.of the department of agriculture, 
was the’ feature of today’s session of the 
Interstate Cotton Seed Of] Crushers As- 
sociation in eleventh annual convention 


here. 

Dr. Wiley’s subject was “A Good Name 
is Rather to be Chosen Than Great 
Riches.”” He dwelt at length upon th 
harm to the cotton seed industry that is 
worked by adulteration and by the uss 
of patent names. He referred to the 
value of the simple name ‘Cottonseed 
Oil’’ and argued the crushers to do away 
with the patent designations and use th: 
original. He spent some time discussing 
the commercial value of the product and 
advocated purity of preparations withou: 
exception. He declared it to be a great 
food product. 

Following a brief discussion of Dr. 
Wiley’s subject, Nathaniel C. Fowler, 
Jr., of Boston, the exploitation director 
of the association, delivered an address 
on “Cottonseed Oil Publicity,” calling at- 
tention to the advantages of publicity and 
urging increased efforts in that direction, 
He said women should know the wortn 
of the product and the ladies, at the con- 
clusion of his. address, presenteq Mr. 
Fowler with a handsome floral offering. 
This subject also wag discussed follqw- 
ing which the body took up unfinished 
reports of committees. 

Tomorrow the feat of the sessions 
will be addressed by %ohn M. Carson, 
secretary of the bureau of manufactur- 
ers, department of commerce and labor, 
his subject being ‘‘Foreign Trade’ and 
Albert 8S. Burleson, of Texas, on ‘‘Cot- 
tonseed and Cotton Oi] Industry,” and L. 
J. Alonick, on ‘Oil Mill Insurance.”’ 

The committee on rules recommended 
in their report to the convention  to- 
night a section classifying cotton seed 
meal and cake on a food basis, using 
the percentage of protein and fat as a 
standard for the food as the percentage 
of ammonia is the standard as a fer- 
tilizer. All export trade in cotton seed 
products ig for stock food purposse, while 
the domestic trade is mainly as a fer- 
tilizer. 

There was no radical] change made in 
the grading of cotton seel oil. Be- 
cause of the unusually heavy rains last 
year, a larger percentage df low grade 
oil than is usual’ resulted, and the dif- 
ferenses in quality were so great tha 
members suggested some ralica] changes 
in rules might be necessary. The com- 
mittee considered the sugestion of es- 
tablishing a new grade, but finally, after 
a great deal of discussion, it was agreed 
that last year’s conditions were  un- 
usual) and that no radical changes are 
necessary. 

The following changes in the grading 
of cotton seed meals were recommended: 

Choice meal on an 8 per cent ammonia 
basis remains unchanged. Extra prime 
meal On a7 1-2 cent basis becomes prime 
meal. 

Prime meal on a 7 per cent ammonia 
basis becomes good meal. \

At the first session year reports were 
read indicative of the growth of the 
organization in the mothers’ clubs and 
child-study circles established under 
the auspices of the state association, 
and in the various addresses made 
there was that principle expressed 
which is so well embodied in the re- 
marks made by President Roosevelt, 
when addressing the Maternal Con- 
gress of Mothers last year. He said: 

“Fundamentally the question of 
love and confidence between parents 
and children underlie the whole social 
system—not only urmirlie, but are. Our 
civil life in the long run will rise or 
Sink as the average family is a suc- 
cess or failure. All questions of social 
life will solve themselves if the chil- 
dren are brought up to be the highest 
they are capable of being,.if our social 
and family relations are as they should 
be; if not, no material prosperity, no 
business or victory in war will make 
up for it to the nation.” 

Those contributing to the afternoon 
program were among those who are 
specialists in the matter of investiga- 
tion as to the well being of the child 
from the standpoint of the physical, 
mental and moral, with the home as 
the basic principle of his development.

He left it an 
open question in the minds of those 
who desired to think it out as to 
whether from a theological standpoint 
it was necessary for the child to be 
given the church's benediction in in- 
fancy and again in maturity, giving it 
as his personla opinion that the child 
was “born in the church, and was in it 
until he sinned out of it.” Another 
question which Dr. French considered 
too complex for consideration was 
whether or not the child ought to be 
in the church; as absurd as such a 
proposition seemed, there being many 
entertaining diverse opinions upon it. 
Hegthen discussed the financial aspects 
of the question, the child’s relation to 
the church through the Sunday school, 
and most sensibly questioned why, in 
church archieecture, the: Sunday school 
was always in the basement. 

He believed that far from being sit- 
uated there where invariably there

phases of child life. Although the 
children are taught in classes, the 
teacher shoulda be able to study out the 
needs or inclinations of the individual 
child, and where it was necessary not 
only teach him the routine lesson of 
the day, but directly aid in the forma- 
tion of his character—in other words, 
the teacher should be sufficiently cog- 
nizant of child life, not only to teach 
the religious prinicples, but teach the 
child how to apply such principles. 

If the higher authorities of the day 
rquire than now the most expert edu- 
cational specialists are more neces- 
sary in the earlier meatal development 
of the child than in his maturer years, 
the same shoula certainly hold in the 
matter of his soul development. Pas- 
toral instruction, therefore, Dr. French 
believd, shouleé guid th child in his 
earlier years, as in later years, and 
those to whom his religious teaching 
in entrusted should be most carefully 
selected.

Court Decision Vacates all the 
~ Elective Places, 


ELECTION IS DECLARED VOID 


Court Rules That Gov. Beckham Has 
Power to Fill Flaces Pending 
Election—Decision Results 
From Suit Brought 
by Fusionists. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—The court of 
appeals today handed down its opinion 
in the contested ‘election cases from 
the city of Louisville and Jefferson 
county, upholding the contentions of 
the fusionists and declaring the elec- 
tion void, thus reversing the decision 
ot Judges Miller and Kirby of the Jef- 
ferson circuit court. 

The court rules that Governor Beck- 
ham has the power to fill the vacancies 
by appointment, and an election for all 
city and county officials is ordered for 
next November. The decision of the 
court is unanimous. 

The opinion of the court was handed 
down by Judge John Lassing, and was 
mot dissented from by any member of 
the court. The written opinion deals 
in detail with the election outrages 
and the use of the police at the poll- 
ing places on registration and election 
days. It declares them to be as re- 
pulsive to the citizen as would be the 
use of state troops, and not to be 
tolerated in future elections. The 
campaign methods of both fusionists 
and democrats in the election are de- 
nounced, and so is the use of over 
$100,000 campaign fund in the contest.

HARRIMAN PUT ON PILLORY 


Prouty Says Hailway Magnate Has 
Enriched Himself Simply by Tak. 
ing What Belonged to Other 
People—Government Reg- 
ulation Is on Trial. 


New York, May 22.—Charles WwW. 
Prouty, member of the interstate com- 
merce commission, addressing the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association today, 
Said the government should exercise some 
direct control over tne capital accounts 
of the railroads, and that it is probable 
inteystate railways should be valued by 
the government. * 

Mr. Prouty said: 

“Government regulation is itself on 
trial. Regulation must be. sufficiently 
strong to choke the cry for national op- 
eration. [ am not asking that additional 
powers be conferred upon the interstate 
commerce commission, We must create 
a department of railways, which should 
be charged with tHat part of the railway 
regulation which is properly administra- 
tive and executive. 

“The railway company should not be 
deprived of its property by reduction in 
its rates until it has been given a fair 
hearing before some disinterested tribun- 
al, but the duty of beginning a complaint 
rests upon the government, and should 
not -be cast upon private individuals. 

“It is probable that interstate railways 
should be valued by the national govern- 
ment. 

“The government should exercise some 
direct control over the capital accounts. 
It-is not possible to fix rates so that a 
given per cent will be returned to the 
stockholders. Mr. Harriman‘s operations 
in Chicago and Alton did not directly 
affect rates upon that railroad system, 
but they did create a condition which is 
for all time a perpetual inducement to 
the imposition of unjust charges. What 
has been done cahriot be corrected. All 
that has becoémMe a vested interest would 
be both unjust and unwise 
but with respect to the future we can 
prevent a repetition of the past. 

“When Harriman, by dealings like 
those in Chicago and Alton, enriches him- 
self to the extent of many millions, he 


is investigating the Brownsville af- 
fray, held an executive session at the 
close of the hearing today to deter- 
mine whether the committee shall go 
to Texas to take testimony and per- 
sonally inquire into the shooting from 
the ,Brownsville point of view.

FIRE LOSSES 
ON RAW COTTON 


Total of $21,000,000 Due 
to Slovenly Methods of 
Handling. 


New York, May 22.—Slovenly methods 
of packing and shipping cotton were 
criticized by Benjamin Richards, in an 
address before the National Fire Pro- 
tective Association today. Mr. Richards 
said that the packing of cotton in loose- 
ly woven jute bags is a frequent cause 
of fire. 

“Without exception,’ he said, ‘there 
is no greater fire loss sustained today 
on any merchandise, whether ols, 
naptha, celluloid, gunpowder or dyna- 
mite, while in the hands of the  pro- 
ducers, than there is On the cotton crop 
of the United Stufes.

CASE AGAINST GEORGIA RAILROAD. 


Washington Charges Freight Dis- 

crimination Against That City. 

Washington, Ga., May 22.—Special.)— 
M. M. Sims, a large shareholder in the 
Washington Compress Company, to- 
gether with the company’s attorney, 
Hon. F. H. Colley, left this afternoon 
for Atlanta to appear before the rail- 
road commission of Georgia Thursday 
morning, at which time a hearing will 
be had concerning the complaints of 
the local cotton concern against the 
Georgia railroad, in which freight dis- 
crimination is charged. 

The Washington Cotton Compress 
Company avers that the Georgia rail- 
road has been charging them an ad- 
ditional ‘“‘local freight rate’’ on all cot- 
ton which has been “floated’’ into this 
city from tributary towns along the 
line of the Georgia railroad, whereas 
the railroad company does not charge 
the additfonal freight rate on cotton 
“floated” into Athens and Covington 
for compression. By this diserimina- 
tion in favor of the two cities “men- 
tioned above, 
competing transportation lines, Wash- 
ington is annually deprived of several 
thousand bales of cotton which would 
naturally be brought to this city for 
compression before being shipped to 
the ports and interior mill points.

‘THE RIGH1 OF PUBLIC PROTEST. | 


Following the conviction at Waycross of Lyle, murderer of wife and child, 
and -his sentence to the gallows, The Constitution has received from the | 
prisoner’s attorneys a telegram of protest against its editorial commendation | 
of court and jury for the promptness and adequacy with which they per-' 
formed their duty to society. This protest was based on the assertion that | 
the case is still before the courts, meaning that it yet had to run the gamut 
of. technicality. . ; 

Opposed to the protest of parties at interest, The Constitution feels it 
a duty which has, perhaps, been too little exercised in the past, to maintain 
the right of public protest against legal delay, laxity of judicial machinery, ' 
mistaken and misdirected sympathy, and, finally, the baneful technicality , 
which too often has served the purpose of flagrant and unquestioned guilt. | 

If the protests of Lyle’s’ attorney were sound, it would destroy one 
of the staunchest bulwarks of society. What of the Rawlins case, for ex-: 
amovle, in which such a ruling as they would invoke in Lyle’s behalf would | 
have sealed the mouth of righteous public condemnation of the crime and | 
the criminals through a period of three years, while legal technicalities were | 
multiplied with the admitted purpose of defeating law and thwarting | 
gallows? : 
There is nd doubt Lyle has had a fair trial and that he has been fairly | 
convicted. The trial court had disposed of the case. There could be no | 
sound or sensible reason against public expression commendatory of that 
trial and its results; nor any, that we can see, against expression of the 
hope that technicality shall not be permitted to defeat the ends of justice in 


The Constitution does not hesitate, therefore, to reaffirm a]l it Said upon 
this subject. 

Already there has come abundant evidence of public approval, of the 
stand we have taken, in many letters and telegrams. : 

Concurrently with The Constitution’s editorial expression following the 
Lyle conviction at Waycross and the Glover conviction in Augusta, The Sa- 
vannah Press, in commending these courts and juries and those which dealt 
like justice to Rodgers in Savannah, said: 

These murders were revolting. There is no sympathy for the man 
who kills his wife or sheds at hi® home the blood of his consort or his 
offspring. No pleas of self-defense, of unwritten law or of insanity avail. 

He must stand up before a jury of his peers, stripped of all subterfuge. 

Men are generally intolerant of this crime and the execution of these 

men would rid the three communities named of felons of the worst type. 

The Press finds no excuse for murderers of this sort—assassins whose 
victims are defenseless women looking for protection to the very serpents 
who strike the death-blow—nor is there any. The most the wife-murderer— 
or, for that matter, any assassin of unquestioned guilt—can do, is to delay 
his merited punishment by interposing legal technicality. That is the very 
thing against which we rise in protest, to the end that society may nct only 
be rid of such wanton destroyers, Dut also, which is equally, if’ not nfore, 
important, that it may be spared the disgrace of riotous and lawless mob 
rule, from the responsibility for which, in great part, at least, unnecessary 
and inexcusable legal delay cannot escape.

PIEDMONT AS A PLEASURE GROUND. 


Every resident of the city has a vital interest in the project to transform 
Piedmont Park into the greatest pleasure ground south of the Potomac river. 
Citizens of the north side have already inuagurated a movement looking to- 
ward that end, and it is to be hoped they will secure the cooperation of coun- 
cll and the voters generally. 

Metropolitan Atlanta cannot maintain too many of these resorts. Being 
out-of-door sanitaria for the reinvigorating of working men and women and 
children, they constitute a municipal investment as practical and effectual 
as sewerage or water supply or educational systems. If, moreover, the project 
for Greater Atlanta is materialized—and all indications. now point in that di- 
rection—the larger city’s requirements in this respect will be definitely in- 
creased. 

Consulting Engineer Ruff has already paved the way for the consumma- 
tion of the plans of the northsiders. He has submitted designs demonstrat- 
ing how Piedmont Park may be converted, within a few years, into a recrea- 
tion park unsurpassed for scope and beauty by any other in the United 
States. His outline contemplates tennis courts, ball grounds, golf links, gym- 
nasia, cinder paths, speedways and such discriminate landscape gardening 
as will develop and perpetuate the rural attractions of the tremendous tract. 
The city is already half-committed to the improvements now being urged 
for the park. The dictates of plain business sense argue that the municipality 
should, gradually and without prejudice to other public interests, take such 
steps as will make for the development of one of the most valuable proper- 
ties in its possession,

IMPROVE THE OCMULGEE. 


The formation in Macon of a stock company for the commercial naviga- 
tion of the Ocmulgee and Altamaha rivers between that city and the Atlantic 
seaboard should mark an important era in Georgia’s transportation history. 
It is a forward step of more than passing moment; it gives promise of weighty 
results of state-wide effect. : 

Water transportation, whether justly so in all instances or not, is unl- 
formly made the basis of rates. Wherever water competition exists, no mat- 
ter how limited its capacity, it governs the rail rates between the points af.- 
fected and the surrounding territory. The greater the volume of such water 
transportation, the stronger the hold which the community has on the reduced 
rates of the rail lines. 

The Ocmulgee, with Macon as the head of navigation, and a practical 
navigable channel to the sea, would thus go far towards solving the trans- 
portation problem for the entire state. It would mean a reduction in rates 
from the seacoast to Macon sufficient in extent to be felt 200 miles and more 
beyond that city, and all local points whose rates are based on Macon would 
necessarily share in the advantage thus gained. , 

The Macon and Brunswick Navigation Company, which has arranged for 
the immediate construction of two river steamers of 130 tons each, is neces- 
sarily limited in its efforts owing to the shallowness of some portians of the 
channel, but even under present conditions its prospects are exceedingly 
bright. Its very existence will prove a powerful argument for the early and 
substantial improvement of this important waterway. 

Being a general rather than a loca] factor in Georgia’s transportation 
situation, the matter of the improvement of the Ocmulgee is one to interest 
not alone the congressmen whose districts the river may touch, but the entire 
state delegation, senators included. There should be a clear five-foot naviga- 
ble channel the year round from Macon, through the Ocmulgee and Altamaha 
rivers, to the port of Brunswick. Such a channel is in existence now for the 
greater part of the distance, and the cost of completing it throughout this 
water course would not be large in comparison with the important results to 
be attained. 

This is a practical thing which the entire Georgia delegation can unite 
in doing for the whole state. There are few things of more material and 
lasting import which it can do, and this is one about which there should be no 


unnecessary delay.

Peculiar interest was given to the 
meeting of the curriculum committee 
appointed by the board of trustees of 
the Univercity of Georgia to consider 
and recommend a uniform curriculum 
for the new district agricultural 
schools, by the appearance before It, 
in the senate chamber yesterday, of a 
committee appointed at the general | 
meeting of the Georgia Farmers’ 
Union held here on May 15 ang in- 
Structed to make certain important 
requests in the interest of the farmers 
of the atate 

This committee was composed of 
President R. F. Duckworth, of the 
Georgia Farmers’ Union: President J. 
P. Campbell, of the Euharlee Agricul- 
tural school of Bartow county, anc« R. 
F. Smith, farmer and teacher, of 
DeKalb county. 

The principal request made by the 
Farmers’ Union committee was that 
the literary features of the curriculum 
of these schools be made optional with 
all who are over the school age of 18 
years of age, so that, if they desire it, 
they may go there and take only the 
agricultural course. 

“Our idea is just this,” said President 
Duckworth, In speaking of the matter. 
“There are a great many young men 
over 18 years of age who will be able 
to spend only one year, or two years 
at most, at these agricultural schools, 
whereas the curriculum is to cover a 
period of four years. It will be their 
object to learn all they can within that 
time about the practical and sctentific 
side of farming.’ They should be al- 
lowed, therefore, if they wish it, to de- 
vote all of their time to thfs ené. Tt 
is for this reason that we have asked 
the committee to make the Yfterarv 
feature optional with those over 18 
years of age. We have tralked with 
Governor Terrell, Chancellor D Cc, 
Barrow, State School Commissioner 
W. B. Merritt and other members of 
the committee on this sujiect. and 
they have given us much encourage- 
ment in the matter. We believe that 
through such a system as this much 
greater good ean be accomplished by 
these schools. 

Professor J. S. Coon. of the Techno- 
logical school, was added to the cur- 
riculum committee, which spent the 
time in detaileg discussion. Today the 
committee will meet with the super- 
intendents and chairmen of the trus- 
tees of the various agricultural schools 
and plans will be mace to adopt a final 
report, which will be submitted to the 
university trustees.

NEW HOSPITAL 


Institution for Contagious Dis- 
eases Promised Atlanta, 


Delegation From Board of Health 
Conferred With Finance Commit- 
tee and Plan for New Hospital 
Outlined—Jracticalhly Certain 
That the Building Will 
Be Equipped. 


A hospital for infectious and conta- 
gious diseases is one of the new in- 
Stitutions promised for Atlanta, and 
that not in the very far distant fu- 
ture, either, judging from the recep- 
tion given by the finance committee 
yesterday afternoon to a delegation 
from the board of health headed by Dr. 
Benson, its president. 

The plan is to secure a commodious 
and accessible building in some con- 
venient part of the city, and yet suf- 
ficiently isolated as to not endanger 
the health of the people, where these 
cases may be effectually quarantined, 
particularly those infected with the 
measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria and 
similar infectious diseases. 

The plan for this new hospital was 
outlined before the committee by Drs. 
senson, Vaughn and Smith and Messrs. 
Brandon and Johnson, of the board of 
health, and the arguments and facts on 
the curtailing of infectious scourges 
very plainly impressed the committee, 
and the subsequent discussion inform- 
ally by the committeemen without tak- 
ing any official action, indicated that 
the appropriation for this new hospital 
will receive favorable action at their 
hands. 

It is contemplated to spend from $12,- 
000 to $15,000 in the purchase and 
equipment of the building. Dr. Ben- 
son told the committee that any ofthe 
diseases named were far more fatal 
than smallpox, and yet people infected 
with that disease were bundled up and 
hustled out to the pesthouse without 
ceremony. 

The board finds its greatest trouble 
in treating these infectious cases in 
the hotels and boarding houses in the 
city, the board being compelled to 
quarantine these places if the ‘patients 
remain there.

No one is able to offer a satisfac- 
tory explanation, and the condition is 
said to ke without parallel. 

It is reliably reported today that in 
Stephens, Franklin and Hart counties 
from 25 to 33 |-3 per cent of the cotton 
has died within the past week. 

Some farmers ittribute the condition 
to the cool weather during the first 
part of May, while others say this 
cannot be true, since there has been 
no frost, and that the dving of the cot- 
ton is attributable to the fact that the 
seed in many cases were not good on 
account of the continued rainy weather 
during the fall. 

Many planters have begun to plow 
up and plant over, while other con- 
sider the season too far advanced, and 
are preparing to rlant the cotton lands 
in other crops. 

The peculiar fact is that In nearly 
every instance when the cotton first 
came un there was a good stand, and 
the plant seemed to threve for some 
days, after which it began to die.

‘Now, college ‘baseball is a sport be- 
students, entered into without 
compensation and solely for amusement 
and the good will and fellowship that 
arises through vigorous, manly exercise. 
Consequently if. reasonable suspicion 
arises in college athletics that a game 
was fraudulently cast by the umpire, then 
irreparable harm will result to the spirit 
which must acutate gentlemen engaged 
in thig sport. This is a recognized prin- 
ciple among the institutions encouraging 
college athletics. This is the reason why 
the authorities have made such strict 
rules and regulations against any form 
of professiona] college athletics. There 
should not be the shadow of reasonabvle 
suepicion on an intercollegiate game. 

‘“‘As a marked difference exists between 
the practices of professional and college 
baseball, then they cannot be judged from 
the same viewpoint or by the same 
standard. In professional baseball a pro- 
test can be entered only on technical 
grounds, because it involves compensa- 
tion to players and contract money on 
the game, but in college baseball, which 
involves no such commercial considera- 
tion, no game should stand where ft its 
reasonably gure that such game has been 
cast by fraud. 

Grave Charges Made. 


“After the game on Friday statements 
were made to me by men of integrity and 
oharacter, men of mature years and prom- 
inence, that the decision complained of 
was so flagrant as to create on their 
minds the conviction of fraud: While 
it would be difficult, of course, to prove 
before a court of inquiy the motive of 
Hoffman, at the same time his decision 
was of such a character ag to carry cone- 
viction that he was acting unfairly and 
fraudulently and with some ulterior mo- 
tive. 

‘Now, I am convinced that a game cast 
by euch methods should not be tolerated 
in a college contest, for it inculcates the 
wrong principle in the young men in- 
trusted to our care and instruction. 

‘Actuated therefore by the motive of 
serving the best interest of both institu- 
tions and of pure athletics, I took the 
matter up with Professor Randle and sug- 
gesteq that the game on Friday be set 
aside. I euggested that if this game 
was set aside the teams play @ game on 
any day he might designate or that the 
game on Saturday count as a double 
game, or a double-header be played on 
Saturday, or as many games ag Was de- 
sirable, provided, of course, the Friday 
game were eliminated. 

“As this suggestion was no satisfac- 
tory to him, he suggested that the matter 
be left to a poard of abritration, the uni- 
versity to select an arbitrator, the Geor- 
gia Tech an arbitrator and these two to 
select a third, and should this board de- 
cide that fraud had been committed, then 
the game should be thrown out and re- 
played. 

* ‘Let us examine the question of ar- 
bitration: 

“To submit the matter to arbitration 
was the very worst possible thang that 
could be done for both institutions. 

“In the firat piace, there was no 
money 
institutions to be arbitrated. I 
voluntarily offered to submit the ques- 
tion of forfeiture under our contract 
to Professor Raaclee, and he alone was 
to decide thia, and, consequently, this 
was eliminated as a matter of differ- 
ence between us. 

“Again, there was no decision af 
Hoffman's that was protested which r 
ferre@ to a technical violation of th4 
rules, and consequenthy no mere viola- 
tion of a rule wags the subject matter 
of a difference that could be arbi- 
trated. 

The objection to the game was that 
it was cast by a glaring, patent fraud 
on the part of the umpire, and to 
submit this fssue to arbitration would 
have involved the friends of both insti- 
tutions in fruitless, long and bitter 
division.

New York, May 22.—The fall in prices 
Of stocks after proceeding to some length 
today, encountered effective resistance 
and was followed by substantial rally. 
The tone of speculative sentiment con- 
tinued very uncertain, as was evident 
from the hesitating latér movement ot 
prices. The check to the decline to be 
due in large part to the headlong activi- 
ties of the bears party. Made bold by 
the success of yesterday’s attack on 
prices similar tactics proved less suc? 
cessful in forcing stocks on the market, 
and the bears were driven to rebuy on 
a large scale what they sold in the ear!y 
part of the day.

A sav- 
age onslought on Reading was another 
feature of the attack. onjecture cor- 
tinued busy over the sources of the 
heavy lquidation, which come on the 
market in the last few days and prom- 
inent individuals were mentioned ag sell- 
ers. Calling of loans by banks outside 
of New York was said to be a factor ‘n 
the urgent selling, which has come oui 
this week. Reports of a large personal 
loan negdtiated by a capitalist, prom- 
inent in the metal and mining industry 
were made the basis for inferences of 
liquidation for that account. The heavy 
selling of United States Steel was thus 
accounted for and also by suppositions 
of a disposal of holdings growing out 
of an expected official change in the 
company. Clearing up of accounts of 
firms, preparing to dissolve was another 
assumption to explain the liquidation, 
which really remains much of a Mys- 
tery. That the selling represents belated 
effects of the March tumble in prices is 
the general belief in the financial dis- 
trict. Individuals of known wealth were 
able to evade the immediate effects of 
the collapse at that time by the use of 
their high credit but only on condition 
that more favorable opportunity wouid 
be taken advantage of to reduce their 
obligations, The @emend for Uquid cap- 
ital would indicate tequests for reduc- 
tion of such borrowings. Some such op- 
erations is belleved to account for the 
sudden inflow of securities for sale this 
week. There was no immediate develop- 
ment of importance in conditions today. 
The situation in the foreign exchange 
riarket left the question of the gold ex- 
ports undecided. The falling sterling ex: 
change at Paris and.the hardening of 
the London discount rate was offset by 
the fall in sterling exchange here. The 
grain markets derived their greatest 
share of strength from foreign crop news 
today and were of correspondingly les- 
sened effect on stocks.

Mrs. Mc- 
Carthy is convinced that Bush is guilty 
of the crime with which he ts charged 
and was most anxious to assist the 
grand jury in their investigation. 

When summoned before the grand 
jury, she testified to the threats al- 
leged to have been made by Bush. She 
reiterated the statement with which 
she was credited shortly after she was 
injured by the dynamite explosion, to 
the effect that Bush came to her on 
one occasion, and with tears in his 
eyes told her that he loved Charlie 
Doolittle more than he loved his life 
and that he would not be responsible 
for what would hapren if Mrs. McCar- 
thy did not stop her daughter from 
going with Doolittle. 

Miss Kathryn McCarthy also appoar- 
ed before the grand jury and testified 
to all she knew about the case. Miss 
McCarthy’s testimony was practically 
the same as that given at the prelim- 
inary trial of Bush which was held 
before Judge Broyles. 

Charlie V. Doolittle also appeared 
before the grand jury but threw no 
more light on the case than he did at 
at the police trial. He still maintains 
that Bush’s regard for him was noth- 
ing more than the affection which one 
man usually feels for another and that 
his desire to prevent his attentions to 
Miss McCarthy was based solely upon 
the idea that the interests of the bus- 
iness would suffer therefrom. 

Other witnesses who appeared be- 
fore the grand jury in the same case 
were the messenger boy who received 
the package for delivery at the Mc- 
Carthy home; Officer McGill, who was 
on duty on Broad street on the night 
the infernal machine was delivered to 
the messenger boy, and Detectives 
Lanford, Simpson and Campbell, who 
arrested Bush shortly after the explo- 
sion. 

It is probable that Bush’s case will 
be set for trial some time during next 
week. Judge Roan has announced that 
he will convene the criminal court next 
Monday and jail cases will be the 
first taken up.
